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PREFACE. 


The selection of a line of career is undoubtedly one 
of the most important question one is ever called upon to 
consider. It is a great misfortune and ill luck vhen instead of 
making a careful and deliberate choice based upon a pains 
taking study of the aspirations, and qualities uitluo one s self 
and the opportunities around him, of a line of career, to be 
stumbled into a line wliereby many make a sad ruin of the 
best Within them and are destined to rot m shallow waters. 
Real success and happine:» demand a perfect adjustment 
between the requirements of the hoe and the personal 
aptitudes and ijualifications of the young men. 

The fitting in of a suitable career was never more 
important than it is to.day Indian political and. economic 
situations are undergoing constant and rapid changes. Gov- 
ernment departments no more olfer a fair chance to the youths 
of the country educated in pure Arts or Science. The need 
to day IS of an education that may offer some other source 
of living to a young man in case be does not get into a 
Government or private job. Solution to that lies in receiving 
expert training m technical or professional sciences. And 
as industrial education IS the need of the day this work has 
been specially devoted to industrial framing available in the 
country. 

Books like this have another direct psychological purpose 
to serve. Then presence is a constant mv itation to the 
student to deliberate over the choice of a profession or a 
trade to cover stage of his tiring educational chmb. It is not 
at the end of a Univ'erSity Course alone that attention should 
be concentrated on the selection of a career. 
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‘ In most countnes the irtn>bcr« of tTiiclc''}e classes ore 
found to take a predominant part m and often lead trades and 
professions In India, horve^er the educated middle class men 
ha\e been drawn more towards intellectual professions than 
intellectual business careers The result is that professions 
ha\e been crowded and trade, commerce and industry Ime 
been denied the lead of the intelligence which they need for 
proper de\ elopment and opening out of such ai enues of 
industrial employments as exist in other civilised countries 
Prospects of industrial careers hav e not been adequate 
ly recognised by the people of India. Keward of industrial 
and business efficiency is sometimes beyond tbe greed of 
avarice. Income of even the cleverest professional men 
pale into insignificance before the drawings of industrial 
magnates A success! d industrialist is much better off than 
a successful man of the so called learned profession or a 
serv ice man \\ hat is true of the rank is true also of the hie 
An average industrial worker is usually better paid than an 
average clerk or a school master. The humble shoe maker 
often earns more than a university graduate The ioriner 
happens to be always employed while the latter is often in 
futile search of eiDployment. 

It IS high time that the middle class youths and their 
guardians in India lecognise the (>osvibilities of industrial 
caree s If sufiitient numbers of die educated Indian 
young men thoo'.e the indibtiies as i'j ir vocation two 
pressing problems would be solved First, the industries 
would be developed anJ secondly middle class unemployment 
would be reduced to an adequate extent. ’’

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(а) Textile Chemistry dealing chiefly with the dyeing, 
bleaching and printing of textiles (20 students) 

Or 

(б) Technology of Oils and soaps (5 students). 

The object of the course is to prepare students nho can 
in due course start small concerns of their own or take res- 
ponsible posts m the textitle dyeing and printing or oils and 
soaps industries as weU as undertake smaller industries, 
wherein chemistry plays an important part 

Those uho have passed the Intermediate Science Cxa 
minution of the Bombay University or an examination of a 
Similar status are likely to be given concession for the first 
year of the course, while B Sc. students having chemistry as 
their principal subject can add to their utility considerably by 
spending one to one and a half year m this Institute and 
qualifying for either of the largest chemical industries of this 
Presidency 

A student trained in this course can appear for the City 
and Gu Ids of London Institute examinations pertaining to 
his course 

Weaiitlg Tcchtiolog) Course 

A three years' dij^oma course is available in weaiing 
Technology The object of this course is to giie a thorough 
training in hand and puwer loom weaving industry which will 
enable the students to start small hand or power loom fac 
tones of their own or take responsible posts in the textile 
mills after timslung their course fFor 30 students) 

Course In Arcfntecture 

The diploma course in Architecture extends oxer four 
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years and prepares a student for the diploma of the Institute 
as well as towards Bombay Government Diploma m the 
subject 

Knowledge of drawing at least up to Intermediate stand- 
ard of Bombay Government Art Examination is essential be- 
fore this course can be taken. In special cases this prelimi- 
nary course of Drawing and Arciutectural courses can be 
taken simultaneously, (for 2o students) 

Photo Bngravmg Process Course. 

Note — The instruction is given in Gujrati except in 
physics and chemistry 

This diploma course is of three years’ duration. Its 
object IS to provide practical and theoretical training m the 
fundamentals of the art rvith a view to enable the student 
after he leaves the Institute to earn his own living by setting 
up an independent studio or to get employment m ordinary 
and colour printing works (for 5 students). 

Pai«r>«g Course 

This IS a course which extends over four years. The 
object of the course is to train up students who will be able 
to start their own studios after hating got the diploma of this 
course. In order to give tlie greatest benefit to the public 
this course is given in Gujarati as it ts mainly a practical 
course (For 5 fresh students). 

The working session is divided m two terms. The first 
term generally will commence by the end of June for all 
nesv students. 
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For admission to the diploma course, the standard of 
admisson is that of Matriculation. No entrance examina- 
tion IS necessary for those who have passed the University 
Matriculation Examination. 

Note — A few Baroda State students only who have 
appeared but failed at the Uni\ersity Matriculation Exami- 
nation are generally admitted but they may have to appear 
at the entrance examination in En^ish and Mathematics, 
but no student should start for entrance examination usless 
he IS informed of it. 

The application form which can be obtained from the 
Registrar, Kala Bhavan, must be filled in and sent before 
10th June ivith an application fee of Rs 2 to be remitted by 
money order An application is not considered without this 
fee which is not refundable The decision whether an appli- 
cant is admitted or not is commonicated to him before 20th 
June by a post card The admission card must be brought 
here by those who are admitted 

No student will be admitted after 1st July unless 
be reserves his seat by sending Rs 10 before 29 June as a 
part of his fee which wiU be forfeited after 8th July unless 
he jams 
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Balasore — Boys Industrial School. 


It IS a Missionary Institute, but is open to all alike 
All boys entering the school must start either in Car- 
pentry or in iron fitting shop Carpenters may specialize 
later in (1) cabinet making, (2) painting and polishing, (3) 
turning and machine opertaion Those who start in iron 
fitting may later finish in (4) blacksmithing and tool-making, 
^5) Motor driving and repairing (6) Machine fitting and 
operation (7) Power plant operation (8) Llectric fitting 
and writing 

The length of all courses is four years 
The time of entrance is the 1st of January each year 
Boys over 12 years of age are admitted There are no 
educational re<iuirements but preference will be given to 
those who have passed the Upper Primary standard 

About 30 new students may be admitted to the school 
each year 20 in Carpentry and 10 in die iron fitting shop 
Tuition IS free 

Hostel accommodation is provided for Christians and 
others who are willing to bve in the same quarters with 
Christians 

Stipends varying from one anna to six annas per day are 
available for about 50 boys 

Expenses come to Rs 10 per mensem per head. 
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Bhagalpur ’"Government Silk Institute. 


Applicants should be of good physique and above 14 
years of age. Preference is given to those who belong to 
the weaving classes, and (hose wtio o%vn land for castor and 
mulberry cultivation and are likely to do rearing work after 
the completion of their studies.

This school which was founded in 1818. is maintained

The institute is run on commercial lines and under 
actual workshop condihons and thus offers to the boys oppor-

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practice in meeting the proMems into ^-htch they have to 
plunge after leaving the institute. 

Instruction given m this institute is through the medium 
of local vernacular, i e. Hindi 

The institute is directly under the management of the 
Director of Industries. 

The institute at present comprises the following depart- 
ments which are aaequately provided with spacious workshops 
replete with modern tools and equtfsnent — 

1 Cotton weaving on hand looms 

2. Cotton and wool dyeing 

3 Calico printing. 

4. Knitting socks hose and neckties. 

5 Carpet weaving. 

6 Dume and quilt weaving. 

7. Weaving of newar tape lamp wicks, etc. 

8. Toy making both of wood and card board 

9. Painting of toys 

A few apprentices are also admitted into the work-<hop 
section of the institute which attends to the repairs and 
manufacture of improved appliances for cottage workers No 
regular classes are, however. heU for these apprentices. 

The admission to the various departments are usually 
made at the commencement of the session, i e , in January 
of every year and are mainly restricted to the natives of the 
province \pplication for admission should be made in the 
prescribed form— which can be had from the SupennteoJent

sive to cover all requirements Chemistry, bleaching,

The object of Go%ctntnem m establishing the Soap 
Institute at Calicut was to start an industry and not 
only a factory, to encourge the establishment of factories 
spread oier the pro%ince in coniement localities and not 
merely a single monopolistic factory. It was intended that 
the Go\emment factory, besides ser\ing as a stimulating 
example to encourge small capitalists to establish similar 
factories should also pronde facilities for the traming of 
students in the process employed in soap manufacture. Ac- 
cordingly Government have instituted a scheme for the 
training of apprentices. The course of training vnll be 
purely practical and adopted to the requirements of men with 
small capital and no great education. 
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and the apprentices will be expected to do manual work in 
connexion with all the factory operations e. g., weighment 
of taw metnals mixing, boihng, crutchmg, cleansing, fram- 
ing, slabing, cutting, stamping and padcmg.

Two-day courses of tramii^ have been arranged for. 
The SuperMsor’s course extends over two jears and the 
artisan course extends over one year for any of the artisan 
courses. The Supervisor’s course is intended for those who 
desire to become teachers in weaving schools and managers 
of weaving factories The medium of instruction is English. 
The artisan courses are purely practical and are intended for 
those desirous of becoming maistns m factories and demons- 
trators in schools and craftsmen.

Other Industrial Institutes in Madras. 

Madras City. 

The Anjunian Industrial School, Madras, is a Muham- 
madan institution conducted as a half time industrial school, 
the pupils spending half the school day in literary study and 
half on practical work. The subjects taught are cabinet-mak- 
ing and carpet-weaving There are about 80 on the rolls, and 
the institution is supported by public subscription and Gov* 
ernment grant in aid. 

The Church of Scotland i17»ss»oh Industrial Schocd, 
Ktlpauk, Madras, provides instructions m embroidery and 
general needlework, drawing and designing being tai^ht as an 
integral part of both courses The school is open to all casts 
and creeds and is supported by the Church of Scotland Mis 
Sion aided by Government grant in aid. There are about 75 
on the rolls and the school serves also as a training centre 
for pupil teachers who wish to take posts in similar schools 
elsewhere. 

The Orr Assisted Industrial School, Madras, consists 
of a group of classes conducted by Messrs. P. Orr & Sons, 
scietific instrument makers, for the benefit of their boy -work- 
ers and young workmen Reading, writing and arthimetic 
are taught m Tamil by a Tamil schoolmaster, and practical 
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instruction in the use of machinery and in bench work is 
given bj the works staff The classes are maintained by the 
firm assisted by a Government grant in aid calculated to 
cover about half the recurring cost 

The Srt Ram Moier School Hatlra'y provides instruc- 
tion m motor car engineering It is supported by fees and is 
conducted by the Principal as a busmess proposition It re 
ceived no grant from Government but is recognised by the 
Department of Industries and the certificates it issues are, 
subject to certain conditions, countersigned by the Inspector 
of Industrial Schools 

The Ramaknshua ilissioa Industrial School Mila- 
pore IS an institution providing instruction m wood working 
metal working dnd rattan work it is conducted in associa 
tion with a students home and high school There are at 
present about 25 on the rolls, and school is supported by 
public subtcnptions ami a grant in aid from Gijv ernment. 

The Sun Sadan Indiistrutl School Chetput^ provides 
instruction tn rattan work embroidery nee lie w orlv and mat 
making for about 50 women and girN The is supported by 
public subscriptions, sale of fuushed work and a grant in aid 
from Government 

The Pcmienliary Schoo’ of Cabinet maktnu is a school 
in the Penitentniy provulmg a training in cabinet making m 
a five years coarse for about 50 selected convicts who may 
afterwards be distributed id other jails to serve as instructors 
or workmen m the cabinet making shops atUclied thereto. 

St. Bridget s Industrial School /or Girls. Nunganiba. 
kam. IS managed by tjie Sisters of the Roman Catholic 
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Church and provides instruction m embroidery, dressmaking 
and general needle work The school is maintained by mis 
Sion funds aided by a small Government grant. 

Ganiam District. 

The Rajas Iittiistnal School at Parlaktmedt, 
provides instruction in cabinet-making for about 30 boys 
of the town The school is mamtaineJ from the funds of 
Parlakimedi estate aided b> a Government grant 

Vizagapatam District 

The Si iloystiisWorks Classes, Vtzagapatam provnds 
a four to h\e >ears' course m motor engineering and gene 
ral mechanics for about Uventy apprentices The works 
belong to the R C Mission fMeMr». Addison and Co.. 
Madras— Managing Agenisi. Government aid la given m the 
form of capitation grant 

The St Aloystas Worfes Supplementary Industrial 
classes Vtzagapatain are a set of evening continuation 
classes in mechanical engineering subjects for the benefit of 
the young workmen and apprentices employed in local mecha- 
nical and motor engineering shops. The classes have been 
temporarily closed owing to major charges in management 
but It IS hoped to reorganize them in the near future and that 
they will develop into a Hme school on the lines of the 
Madras Government School of Technology. 

Godavari District. 

The Canadian Baptist illtssiOM Industrial School, Co- 
Canada, provides instruction in cabinet making and general 
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wood working for about twenty boy* and is supported by 
mission funds and grant m aid (ram Government. 

The Alexander Girls' Industrial Schoolt Ello'S. pro 
vides instruction m tape wea\ing, mat making tailoring, 
kniting and poultry raising It has been recently recognized 
and IS a small school but is expected to develop. 

Kistna District. 

The St. Joseph s Industrial School at Guiiadala near 
Bezwada is a school of cabinet miking maintained by the 
Brothers! of Sc Gabriel vvho»e head iuarter» is at Findiva* 
nam. It is developing into a large institution supported by 
mission funds and aided by Government grant 

The Sree Krishna P<Trisr<t»Ma/<r^m« Indiislrial School 
at Kavuiharant a village on the Bezwada Masulipatain Rail 
way line, is a small Hindu school of cabinet making managed 
by a young man who vva> trained at the Cabinet making 
Teachers Training School at Tmdivanam, It is at present 
a smaW mstiVuiion but may dev elopwitVi local assistance. U 
IS m.sintained by local public sub>cription and a Government 
grant in aid 

The AHrihrn Jatheeya Kalasala, MnsubPatam. 3, 
Hindu managed institution providing instruction tn the 
mechanical engineering trades and carpet weaving. It is 
maintained from endowments, subscription and Government 
grant in aid. 

Guntur District. 

The American Bapitsi Mission Girls’ fndiislrial 
School, Ongole. is endeavouring to establish a local industry 
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indrawn thread uork crochet lace, embroidery work and 
Armenian lace work There ere generally about 20 girls in 
full-tim^ attendance and the scnool is supported by the 
mission funds and a grant m aid from Go\ernmenL 

The American Mission Workshop at Guntur, whilst not 
recognized as a school, p'ovides a practical training m cabi- 
net making for about a dozen apprentices and the same 
mission has a farm school of s^nculture near Guntur on land 
granted by Go\ ernment specially for the purpose. 

The St. Jo:>ephs Orphathtgc Gir/> InJustnal School 
Gttntnr, pro\ ides instruction m dressmaking and needle 
V, ork generally for about 2+ pupil-. It 'tas opened and 
recognized from 1st \pril 1927 and is de\eloping rapidly 
into a i ery hne school. 

Kumoot District 

The Coles Memorial Iniustrtal School, Kurnool — The 
industrial subjects taught are weaving which is the principal 
subject and cabinet making which is not vet developed to 
any great extent. Instruction is also provided m literary 
subjects and in marked gardening. The school provides a 
very extensive course in handloom weaving and allied pro- 
cesses There are ov er aO on the roils and the school is 
growing fast It is supported b\ ousston funds the sale of 
finished work, and a grant from Government. 

Nellore District. 

O.E.L. Mission Lace School at Gifd«r. — The school 
serves as a centre for a small local cottage industry in lace* 
making m the neighbourhood. A litfle elementary education 
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in reading, witing and arithmetic m the vernacular is pro- 
vided for such of the girl» in attendance wliose education 
falls short of the third standard and whc desire such instruc- 
tion There are 26 girls m attendance.

The Amertcatt Arcof Mission Woinctts /lu/iistrial 
School PahnancT —This school provides a training m lace 
making, embroidery and neelJework generally. It is sup 
ported by mission funds aided by Government grant m aid , 
a pupil teachers training course has recently been .added and 
IS expected to prove very successful Sericulture and poultry 
rearing are taught as part time cottage industries. 

North Arcot District. 

The American Arcot Mission Industrial School Kat 
padi, IS a large school of cabinet making, blacksmithy, and 
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motor car repair work and driving. There are about 110 
students on the roll, the course of instruction is from four 
to five years and the training provided is of a very high order 
indeed The school specializes in high-class furniture and 
has built up a considerable reputation for good quality work 
manship. It is supported by the sale of finished ivork mis- 
sion funds, and a grant m aid from Goicrnment. 

The Ajiiman i-Isha a Thul Hassanath Industrial 
School, Vellore, is a halftime school, the younger boys 
spending half their school day at literary study and half at 
bench work and only a few older boys working at the bench 
full time. There are about 30 boys m the school receiving 
instruction in carpentry, cabinet making and general wood- 
working The school is supported by public subscription and 
a Government grant in aid 

The Aujuman in Mutiadul Islam Muhammadan Or 
phanaga, Mel visharam is ao industrial school of cabinet 
making conducted like the school at Vellore on half tune 
lines but the children in attendance are inmates af the school 
orphanage and live on the premises This school is also 
supported by local public subscription, and Government grant 
in aid. 

The Anjuman Industrial Sc/ilo/, Tiruppattiir, is a half 
time school very much on the lines of the older institution 
at Vellore. It is, at present, very small but is expected to 
develop. 

Don Bosco Industrial School, Vellore. — This is a small 
institution managed by the Roman Catholic Mission and 
recognized by the Department in 1931. It provides 
instruction in cabinet making and carpentry. It has now a 
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Strength of about 20 puptU most of them being drawn Irooi 
the depressed classes in the dtstncL 

Chingleput District. 

The Wesleyan Mtssioti Industrial School /AidrfK, near 
Tirmallur, provides instruction in lace work, embroidery, 
both hand and machine work, and weaving. The students 
are principally woman and girls but a few men and boys are 
trained m the weaving se.iion There are about 100 stu- 
dents iQ atietxdancc drawn from all classes and cteeis. The 
school is supported by mission funds, receipts from sale of 
finished work, and Government grant m aid. 

The American AJxent Mission Industrial School, 
Satdapet provides instruction in cabinet making. There are 
about 20 students m attendance and the school is maintained 
from mission funds aided by a grant from Government. 

The United Free Church o/ Scotland Mission Lace 
Sehocl, Chingle put, provides instruction in pillow lace-w’ork 
for about iO girls of the district There are small groups 
of workers m surrounding villages selling their works through 
the school. The institution is supported by mission funds, 
receipts from sate of finished work and a Government grant 
in aid. 

The United Free Church o/ Scotland ^fission Agrtctd' 
lural School at Melrosapuram, eight miles north of Chingle- 
put provides instruction m agriculture and various industries 
supplementary or allied thereto Before admission, a boy is 
expected to have completed the primary school course and 
the curnailum includes provision for the continuance of the 
general education of the pupils up to eighth standard, t.

middle school standard. Instruction is in the vernacular 
(Tamil) and there is hostel accommodation for fifty boarders.

The boys m attendance attend the 
literary school half-time and devote about half the day to 
industrial work The school is maintained by Government, 
the metal and wood working classes being inspected by the 
Inspector of Industrial Schools and recognized for the issue 
of industrial school-leaving certificate under article 17 of 
the Code of Regulations for Industrial Schools. 

The St, Antony's Industrial School, St, Thomas' 
Mount, provides a training in embroidery and general needle 
work. It IS maintained by the R. C. Church aided by a 
small Government grant. 

South Arcot District. 

Industrial education in South Arcot district is catered 
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for by four schools situated at Tindivanam Panruli, TinJt- 
koyilur and Cuddalorc 

The Sf. Joseph ^ Industrial School at Ttndnanani 
provider. trammR m cabinet making an 1 blacksmithy for 
about 75 boys 

\ trainirK section for training; teachers of cabinet- 
making has been attached to this school and turns out a 
number of trained teachers of cabinet rtnkmg and mechani- 
cal drawing annually. The school which is niaiuged by the 
French Brothers of bt Oabirel is mamUined by a grant 
from mission funds the s tie of finished work, and a grant in 
aid from Government \ prosjiectus is published and copies 
can be had from the Manager. 

The Danish Mission Industnal Sehocl, Pallrllt)^ pro- 
vides instruction m wood working and weaving for aliout 100 
boys. The school m-imtains a hostel and is supported by 
mission funds, sales receipts and a Government grant in 
aid. 

The Danish Mission InJustrtal School TiriikkoitUi'', 
prov ides instruction in lace work and embroidery for about 
45 women and girls It was until recently the centre of a 
large cottage industry in lace making but the difficulty of 
disposing of the lice manufactured has in recent years con 
siderabiy restricted the school’s activities Embroidery has 
been taken up os an alternative to (ace-work and the school 
is now rapidly building up a local industry m the particular 
type of embroidery it speaaltzes in It is supported from 
mission funds, sales receipts, and a Government grant m 
aid.

The St Joseph's lit iustrtal School Trichinopoly, pro- 
vides instruction m cabinet making carpentry, pattern-mak- 
iDS, moulding fitting turning and blacksmithv There are 
about 40 in attendance, but an increase is expected m the 
near future The school is maintained fay mission funds 
sales receipt., and a Government grant lo aid. 

The Holy Cross Content Indnstnat School, Trichina- 
poly, provides instruction id embroidery and needlework 
ienerally, for about 70 women and girls The work finds a 
ready sale and the students ate paid for the work they do. 
The school is maintained from mission funds sales receipts, 
and a Government grant in aid. 

The Wesleyan Mission Boys Industrial School, liariir 
provides mstruction in cabmet making, blacksmithy, rattan 
work, and weav icg The school has good hostel accommo 
dation. It is supported by mission funds, sales receipts, 
and a Government grant in aid.

Its aims are to re awaken the true pride for creati\e 
work by teaching and improving the traditional methods of 
design and craftsmanship of Benares brass-work and to tram 
the students in suc’a a way that they will be able to turn out 
works of artistic merit and utility to suit the modern de- 
mand. 

The subjects taught in the institute include, (i) drawing 
and designing, (it) shape-making, (m) polishing and finishing, 
(iv) engraving and enamellmg, (w) repousse, (i«) moulding, 
casting and turning, (vii) drawing as applied to other fine arts 
of Benares such as wood work, stones and embroidery. 
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Classes. 

(i) Non.artisan class. — Thi? is msant for thase^ who 
have no previous knowledge of the work Knowledge of 
reading, writing and drawing, etc., up to the eighth standard 
of the Anglo vernacular schools is required. The duration of 
course will be of five years — two years general training in 
drawing and designing, shape making and polishing and finish 
iQg, followed bv three years’ mfensive training m any of the 
following groups of subjects — (t) engraving and enamel 
ling, (»} repouj^e and engraiing (i«) moulding casting and 
turning 

The ma’cimum number of student* m this class is res 
tricted to 15 

Three scholarship* each of Rs 5, R$ 6, Rs. 7, Rs 7 
and Rs. 7 tenable for 12 months in the year are available in 
the 1st, 2nd. 3rd, 4{b and 5th years respectively 

(ti) Attisan class — This class is meant for those who 
know something of the work and are desirous of improving 
their technique and design The course is of three years 
The subjects will be the same as in the intensive train- 
ing of the non-artisan class The rni'iimum number of 
students Will be 4 m each year. Only such candidates will be 
admitted as are likely to make proper use of their training 
after passing the school course. 

Four stipends of Rs. 15 per mensem each tenable for 
the whole year will be given lo each of the artisan classes.

and Chemical Engineering The courses of study m Che- 
mistry are the same as m the case of general B. Sc students 
In Industrial Chemistry, besides two compulsory theoretical 
papers, students have to take one special paper in either {a) 
oils and soaps or (6) ceramics in the senior years The 
students have to undergo a general course in practical ana 
l>sis and a certain amount of special commercial work For 
this purpose the Department is very well equipped with the 
necessary machinery for semi-commercial operations Gene- 
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ral and Chemical Engineering includes a knowledge of Heat 
Engines and Applied Meclumics, Electrical Engineering and 
Mechanical Drawing. Instruction in practical training in 
these subjects is imparted at the Engineering College attach 
ed to the University. 

To M. Sc Cour':e only such students as have passed 
the B. Sc examination m Industrial Chemistry or a similar 
course are eligible. The course is of two years’ duration 
and the examination is held m the following six papers 
(1) Oils, Fats and Waxes, ( 2 ) Soaps and essential oils, (3} 
Physical Chemistry, (4) Inorganic Chemistry, (5) Organic 
Chemistry, and (6) Chemical Engineering Besides this 
there is a practical examination corresponding to every sub- 
ject excepting Chemical Engineering 

The Diploma course m soap manufacture is open to all 
B. Sc.’s with Chemistry as one of iheir subjects. The dura- 
tion of the course is one year only at the end of 
which a regular University examination is held. For stu- 
dents who have passed the Inter-Science examination with 
Chemistry the course is of two years at the end of which a 
regular University examination is held. The fees for the 
Diploma course are Rs. 150 for the whole year, payable in 
throe instalments of Rs. 50 each.

The Institute offers a sound general training in Applied 
Science to fit men for responsible positions m manufacturing 
industry or to take up productive manufacturing work on 
their own account.

(2) Leather Technology 

(3) Oil 

(4) Sugar „ 

The Courses of Instruction proceed immediately from 
the standard of the Intermediate in Science and are normally 
of 3 years' duration. In their first year all students take 
\ irtually the same course. With difierentiation only m the 
minor particular of one lecture and one laboratory seabion 
per week in the specialised branch which the sUulent proposes 
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to follow in his second ind third year. This first year 
course comprises General Chemistry’, Pliysics. and Engineer* 
ing, and IS intended to gue an adequate scientific basis for 
direct appreciation of any of the three specialised courses 
(2), (3) and (+) above — ii alternatively serves as a foundation 
for more detailed and advanced study in the General depart- 
ment In the second and third years the study of General 
Chemistry, Chemical Engineering and Engineering is main- 
tained throughout the Institute as the backbone of the Cour- 
ses of Instruction. The special subjects and particularly 
practical work la these however occupy the mean time period 
in the second and tliird years 

The ordinary three years course leads to the diploma 
of the Institute Students who are of a suitable quality may 
be retained in the Institute for a further course of two years, 
and sit after that period for the more advanced Fellowship 
exammaiion of the lostiiuie. As already indicated the tram 
inggiven in the Institute IS based upon the appbcalioo of 
Physics, Chemistry and Engmeenng to the consideration 
of manufacturing operations In industry, the pure theorist 
is at a discount, and particulat stress is laid upon practical 
work. The student is accordingly prompted to familiarize 
himself with the vaivous details of operations entailed in in- 
dustry m the departmental factories of the Institute, similarly, 
further visits to industrial imdertakiugs are arranged or a 
student may temporarily be posted to a factory for training 
Particular attention is given to the development of self 
reliance and confidence in dealing with technical matters, 
based upon a thorough understanding of basic principles. 

Admissions to the Institute are made annually upon the 
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result of a competitive entrance etamination held yearly in 
July. Applications from prospective students to sit for this 
examination must be submitted to the Principal on the pres- 
cribed form not later than May 1 in each year. Every 
candidate will be required to produce testimonials (iihich 
will not be returned) of good moral conduct under the hand 
of the Principal under whom he has been educated. 

The minimum qualification for admission to this exami- 
nation IS the Intermediate examination in Science of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Education of the 
United Provinces or an examination accepted as equivalent 
thereto. Applications from prospectne entrants who are 
sitting also for the Intermediate examination will be accept- 
ed subject to the condition that they first pass the Intermedi 
ate examination before presenting themselves for the Insti 
tute entrance examination. At present there is no age res- 
triction 

The entrance exammation include the subjects set m the 
Syllabus of the Intermediate examination m Science (Mathe- 
matics, Physics and Chemistry) but questions of a general 
character may be set which are beyond the scope of this 
Syllabus. Two papers each of three hours are set from 
wihich candidates are selected for a further oral examination. 
As the exammation is formed, it is intended to discover the 
best talent from among those sitting for the examination 
particularly those with an aptitude for technical and indus- 
trial work. 

Candidates who are required to attend the Institute for 
the oral examination are called updh to produce the practical 
note books of their work m the year immediately preceding 
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this entrance examination On the results of the entrance 
examination scholarshipsi and studentships are awarded and 
other entrants selected for admission. 

A maximum of twelve scholarships (three per depart

In selecting candidates the claims of domiciled Euro- 
peans, Anglo Indians, Mohammadans, Hindus, Sikhs, Pun- 
jabis, Madrasis, etc , will be considered. No one class or 
caste will predominate.

Candidates nominated 
by the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research for the 
sugar department are, however, exempted from paying any 
tuition fee. 

In each of the sugar and oil departments two student- 
ships every year of Rs. 25 per month each are awarded by 
the head of the department on the results of the first termm 
al examination , m the general research department there is 
only one studentship of Rs. 25 per month which is awarded 
by the Board of Studies and Research on the recommenda- 
tion of the head of the department to one of the two 
students admitted to this department each year. In addition 
to these studentships, one scholar^p of Rs. 60 per month 
is also awarded in each of the st^r and oil departments 
every year on the result of the diploma examination, to the 
students who take the post dipioma courses.
